Wallace made his statement at a 
press conference after receiving a 
report from Henry Morgenthau, ST., 
American delegate to the London 
wheat conference, which is sched- 
uled to reconvene at London on 
August 21. 
At the same time, Wallace said 
that unless a program of inter- 
national reduction of wneat produc- 
tion was obtained, this country was 
prepared to proceed with a program 
of "subsidized exporting" in order 
to remove its surplus of the grain. 
"Subsidized exporting" in effect 
he described as similar to "dump- 
ing" except thaj the program ne 
had in mind would invo'ce assur- 
ance that this country could export 
near the amount of its normal ex- 
ports rather than in excess of nor- 
mal exports. If the program in- 
volved exportation in excess of the 
normal flow of grain out of tnis 
country "dumping" would be the 
correct term, Wallace said. 
Wallace in a formal statement 
said: 
"Mr. Morgenthau reported 
that the United States' position 
had been made quite clear from the 
beginning of the negotiations.'' 
"This country," Wallace said he

Morgenthau, 


"offered to make a substantial re- 
duction in its wheat acreage for tne 
next two years if the three other 
large exporting countries, Canada, 
Australia and Argentina, also would 
reduce their wheat prodA'tion. 


"The United States "was ready to 
agree that each country should be 
at liberty to choose its own method 
of reduction and agreed to accept 
control of wheat exports and diver- 
sion of excess wheat to other uses 
in lieu of average reductions."

Favor Sanitary District 


Project for Public 
Works Program. 


Application 
by 
the 
board of 


trustees of sanitary district No. 1 
to the federal board of 
public 
works for in excess of $400,000 for 
betterments in drainage and sew- 
age facilities, was endorsed Mon- 
day 
by 
the 
city 
council. We 
"heartily approve" the application, 
a resolution introduced by Com- 
missioner Bair, said. 
The 
resolution sets out that 
there is need to control the waters 
of Salt creek valley immediately, so 
as to furnish work for the unem- 
ployed of the community. 
In a communication to the coun- 


cil, W. C. Frampton, chairman of 
the sanitary board lists the widen- 
ing and deepening of Salt creek 
and Oak creek as two of the im- 
provements c o n t emplated. Salt 
creek would be Improved from the 
Northwestern railroad bridge to the 
Burlington bridge at J street. Oak 
creek would be widened and deep- 
ened from its 
Junction east of 
Fourteenth street to the /Burling- 
ton bridge northwest of The city. 
In addition there 
would 
be a 
series of culverts to. permit side 
drainage to empty into the en- 
larged channel. 
Sewer Relocation. 
The relocation 
of about 1,300 
feet of intercepting sewer would be 
necessary at the junction of the 
two creeks. This would cause the 
abandonment of the syphon now in 
use and the building of a conduit 
to support the intercepting sewer 
where it crosses Antelope creek, 
along with a number of manholes 
and connections. 
Another series of improvements 
would be bridges over Salt creek on 
North Twenty-seventh street, bn 
West P street, and the S. Y. A. New 
underpinning and supports 
would 
be necessary at the bridges on Salt 
creek. The bridges over Oak creek 
where it crosses Fourteenth street, 
the S. Y. A., and a number of rail- 
road 
structures would also be 
strengthened. 


No City Expenditure. 
The work contemplated does not 
Involve expenditures by the city. 
Any existing structures which will 
require reconstruction will be in-

Charges have been filed at Okla- 


homa City, against 11 persons in 
connection with the kidnaping o 
the oil millionaire. They were filed 
under a federal la~w which provides 
for a life sentence. Federal ofli- 
clals withheld the names of tnose 
charged, but it was understood tney 
Included Bailey; Albert L. Bates 
under arrest in Denver and identi- 
fied by hte department of justice 
as George Bates, a suspect in trie 
Urschel case, ana George Kelly 
still at large. 


Four Jailed In St. Paul. 


In St. Paul, Werner Hanni, chief 


of the federal bureau of investiga- 
tion, said that Sam J. Kronick, 
Charles Wolk, William Nelson and 
Sam Kozberg, under arrest there, 
will be charged with conspiracy in 
the Urschel case. 
Four of five persons arrested with 
Bailey were held. They were Mr. 
and Mrs. ,R. O. Shannon, a son, 
Armond, and his wife, Mrs. Oleta 
Shannon. The fifth person, Karl 
Brown, was released. 


At Washington, William Stanley, 
assistant to the attorney general, 
putting before the nation the facts 
of the government's decisive, smash- 
ing cleanup cf the Urschel kidnap- 
ing and the Kansas City massacre, 
pointed out the Urschel case was 
the first in which the victim's 
family had notified the federal gov- 
ernment. He said three confessions 
to the Urschel abduction had come 
from among those under arrest. 


"Thus," he said, "within the 
course of only a few weeks after the 
perpetration of two of the most 
startling and dastardly crimes in 
the annals of American history, the 
law enforcement arm of the depart- 
ment of justice has reached out and 
captured the parties responsible for 
these outrages. 
Appeals to People. 
Invoking, then, the might of the 


government, he appealed to the 
people to come to it for aid. 
"This division," he said, "has 


aided so unerringly in the appre- 
icnsion of the recent kidnapers 
that we are asking you to consider 
carefully the record of the division 
and to co-operate fully with it 
should occasion arise." 
"It is ridiculous to think that the 
gangster and racketeer, a negligible 
iroportion compared with the great 
jody of American people, is su- 
perior to the mind, ingenuity and 
resources of the nation. The de- 
partment of justice will neither 
;emporize nor equivocate in at- 
tacking this problem." 


Attorney General Cummings ex- 
pressed 
belief,- that 
Bailey, 
an 


escaped Kansas penitentiary con- 
vict, was the leader of one of the 
country's most dangerous criminal 
gangs. 


Cummings said Bailey had been 


dentified as an operator of a ma- 
chine gun in the slayings at Kan- 
sas City. The slaughter resulted 
when gangsters attempted to free 
•Yank Nash, fugitive convict, while 
he was being returned to prison, 
only to kill him accidentally in the 
hail of bullets that mowed down 
four officers, including an agent of 
the department of justice. 


Held For Oklahoma Authorities. 
Bailey, taken at a lonely farm cab- 
in near Paradise, in north Texas, 
and the four others arrested there, 
were being held here for probable 
early return to Oklahoma City. 
Bailey was captured Saturday but 


news of his arrest was withheld un- 
til Monday in the hope other mem- 
bers of his gang might return to the 
rendezvous. Federal operatives, aid- 
ed by local officers, surprised him. 
They said they found marked money 
that had been paid to effect the safe 
return of the oil operator. 
Urschel went with the federal 
agents to the lonely cabin and there 
identified it thoroughly, even to the 
fingerprints. 
Stanley emphasized particularly 
the fact the justice department had 
been enabled to move so swiftly and 
surely in the Urschel kidnaping be- 
cause it had quick information. 
"This, I believe, proves that wnen 
the law enforcement authorities re- 
ceive the co-operation of the famil- 
ies in such cases, together with the 
very excellent co-operation of the 
local authorities, which was extend- 
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ed in this particular cue, rtal 
sultf can be obtained." 
Garage Identified. 
The thoroughness of the justice 
agents' work at Paradise was seen 
in the fact they knew every inci 
of ground about the cabin and hat 
every possible bit of information ol 
value. A shabby garage where Ur- 
schel was kept was identified bv the 
cil man: there was a rickety cot 
where he had slept. 


At Denver, Detective Captain Wil- 
liam Armstrong said 
Bates 
was 


wanted in a dozen states for bank 
robberies and holdups, and. the ca? 
tain added. "We were netting reaay 
to fight about a dozen states tha 
are going to demand that Bates be 
turned over to them.

during the kidnaping "it will be at 
their own risk." 
"There still are men at large con- 
nected with this case who would kill 
on little provocation,1' said Colvin.

Others are Brown, E. B 
Perry of Lincoln, Harry Sackett of 
Beatrice and Fred Hawxby of Au- 
burn. These attorneys will merely 
serve in an advisory capacity. 
Hunt Signs Reqnest 


The letter requesting Good to file 
suit was signed by Rev. Ray E 
Hunt of Lincoln. Although dated 
July 31, Good said it was post- 
marked August 10 and reached his 
office on August 12. 


"You 
call my attention to the 
fact that it is my duty as attorney 
general to defend the constitution,' 
Good replied to Dr. Hunt, This fact 
of course is true. However every 
legal presumption is in favor • ol 
the constitutionality of any law. 
cannot assume, merely because you 
state it to be your belief, that H. R 
585 is unconstitutional, that this is 
so. The many members of the legis- 
lature who voted for this enact- 
ment apparently felt that it was 
constitutional; otherwise they, who 
had taken oaths to support and 
defend the constitution of Nebras- 
ta, would not have voted for the 
enactment to be made a law. 
Evidence Lacking. 


"As I understand it, the consti- 
tutional objection which you raise 
x x x is based upon the theory that 
the beverage authorized by H. R. 
585 is in fact intoxicating. Accord- 
ingly, the question of constitution- 
ality would turn solely and entirely 
upon the question of fact. No evi- 
dence has been submitted to this 
office indicating that a beverage 
such as described in H. R. 585 is 
intoxicating. Personally I am con- 
vinced that it is not Intoxicating, 
and this is the view of many to 
whom I have talked, including 
leading physicians and others in a 
position to form a reasonable judg- 
ment. 


"If my opinion upon the question 


of fact agreed with yours, it would 
of course be my duty in every way 
possible to bring the matter before 
;he courts for a determination. 
Since my opinion is that the act 
is constitutional I see no reason 
why I should commence any such 
suit. The legislature of 1933 passed 
approximately 160 laws. As to many 
of these laws individuals 
have 
raised questions as to constitution- 
ality and no doubt many more 
might be questioned. I feel that if 
I should commence this suit at 
your request I would have an equal 
duty to commence a suit to test 
the constitutionality of every one 
of these acts if any one should re- 
quest it." 


Lilt Four Reasons. 
The drys, in their letter to Good, 
gave four reasons why they ap- 
pealed to him. They said that 
attorney general he could bring a 
direct action in the Supreme court, 
;hus avoiding delay and expenses 
of an appeal from District court; 
;hat a case in the name of the 
state "will insure more careful con- 
sideration by hte court"; that it is 
Good's duty, to defend the consti- 
iutlon as he did in the action test- 
ng salary reductions; and that ac- 
.ion by the attorney general would 
protect those making an investment 
for beer sale by warning them to 
await a court decision. 
Good replies to each reason" 


given by the drys. He says he knows 
of no way the state could bring an 
original action in the 
Supreme 
court and said he is not certain 
this is desirable as the court is not 
equipped to pass upon questions of 
'act and a referee would have to 
be appointed. 


Reflection On Court. 
I believe further that your' re- 


lection on the Supreme court is 
unwarranted, namely that it would 
give more careful consideration to 
suit brought by the attorney 


general than to one brought by a 
private citizen," Good says in re- 
plying to reason No. 2, "I believe 
hat the Supreme court exercises 
as much care and gives as much 
consideration to a suit between in- 
dividuals as to one where the state 
or a state official is a party." 


Answering the third reason. Good 
lys it is not his duty to bring a 
suit to test constitutionality of an 
act which Is questioned by private 
citizens. 
"Fourth yon suggest that for the 
protection of those who might In- 
vest in beer licenses, equipment, 
etc., I should bring this suit," Good 
continues, "Your request was not 
mailed until August 10. the date 
when the law became effective and 
t is reasonable to assume that 
most people who were going to 
make such investments had already 
done so by that date." 


ou of course understand that 
my refusal to bring this suit does 
not in any manner bar you or any 
other citizen from any rights which 
you might otherwise have to bring 
action," Good concludes. I have no 
pride of opinion and if I am wrong 
is to the constitutionality of H. R. 
585 I would welcome a decision 
which corrects that opinion. For 
he reasons above stated, however, 
do not feel called upon to put the 
state of Nebraska to the expense 
>f bringing a test case."

'Puncture Vine 


The state railway commission was 


asked Tuesday to intercede with the 
railroads tor a war on an obnoxious 
weed which has prongs so long they 
will puncture an automobile tire. 
State Senator Crist Andersen of 


Bristow wroto to Railway Commis- 
sioner Floyd Bollen calling: his at- 
tention to the weed pest, which he 
called a "Texas burr." Andersen said 
these weeds are thriving along rail- 
road property and around the stock- 
yards. They are especially bad at 
Lynch, according to Andersen. 


Anderson urged that the railways 
put on more help to eradicate the 
weedi, 


"Boyd county has pests and hard 
luck plenty now,' declares Ander- 
sen, 'We don't want any more and 
we have lots of idle men wanting 
jobs." 


Bollen said he would call the at- 
tention of the railroads to the situ- 
ation. He declared that the commis- 
sion has no jurisdiction 
in such 
casej. 


Employes in the state seed labor- 
atory declared that the weed prob- 
ably was "puncture 
vine." This 
grows close to the ground and has 
extremely sharp prongs.

AGREE ON CUT 
IN PRODUCTION 
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will a processing tax on swine be 
levied before the beginning of the 
hog marketing 
year which, 
he 
added, is generally recognized as 
being October 1. 


A tax of about one-half cent per 
pound of live hog would provide 
sufficient funds for the emergency 
program, he said, reckoning the 
maimum gross cost of the program 
at about $50,000,000. However he 
added, this may not be the rate of 
the initial levy. He said it had been 
left for later determination. 
Several details remained to be 
worked out before the program pre- 
sented by organized corn and hog 
farmers can be put into 
effect 
Wallace said. 
This program contemplates the 
payment of a bonus of about $4 
each to fanners for marketing a 
million sows soon to farrow and 
4,000,000 pigs under 100 pounds by 
October 1. 


Must Arrange Contracts. 
The program as it now stands in- 
volves having the government en- 
ter into contracts wtih packers to 
process the pigs, he said. Negotia- 
;ions with the treasury for financ- 
ing the program remain to be com- 
pleted. Another element in the pro- 
gram, which prevents its immediate 
announcement, he said, is complet- 
ing arrangements with Harry L. 
Hopkins, federad relief adminis- 
trator, for distributing some of the 
meat products through charitable 
and relief organizations. 
"This program originated 
from 
the gras roots, from the farmers 
and their 
representatives 
them- 


selves." Wallace said. 
Wallace explained his reason for 
announcing that no processing tax 
on hogs would be levied until Octo- 
ber 1 was in response to reports 
at exchanges that immediate impo- 
sition "of a processing tax was be- 
ing contemplated."

Fear that penitentiary and re- 


formatory inmates may be deprived 
of the opportunity or \vorking in 
prison factories is held by state ol- 
ficlals 


The Hawes -Cooper bill, which was 
slated to go into effect the first of 
the year, would have restricted the 
amount of prison work, but the 
NRA program may go even farther 
in this direction, declares Mrs. Nellie 
T. Benson, chairman of the board 
of control. Nebraska officials have 
been unable to get definite informa- 
tion from the government. 


Code May Stop Work. 


The textile manufacturers' pro- 
posed code would deprive the 650 
penitentiary convicts from working 
in the shirt and overall factories. 
Other proposals might bar work on 
making wicker furniture. 


Dan Kavanaugh. deputy warden 


of the penitentiary, said that the 
national prison association had a 
representative at Washington try- 
ing to get a ruling on the plan 
which would not close the factories. 
"The prisoners 
themselves are 
worried." declared Mrs. Benson, "A 
man who has worked in the shirt 
factory for 17 years asked me the 
other day, "What can we do if they 
take our jobs away from us.'" 


Mrs Benson said she feared the 


effect of enforced idleness. She de- 
clared chances of reforming and re- 
habilitating 
prisoners 
would 
be 


slight if they could not work. 
It 
might mean turning more criminals 
on the world than will be affected 
in the national anti-crime drive, she 
fears. She also sees the danger of 
rioting. 


About 15 years ago, Kavanaugh 


•recalled, the prison was without an 
organized work program for about 
two and one-half years. Before that 
a broom factory flourished 
within 
its walls, a swoll as a cooperage, 
harness shop and button factory. 
But one by one they were dropped 
because of falling demand for the 
articles made or because of opposi- 
tion to prison made goods. 
Then the prison began making 


brooms and furniture on its own re- 
sponsibility, without the co-opera- 
tion of an outside company. And 
about 15 years a$o the Obcrman 
Manufacturing company of Jeffer- 
son City, Mo., established its shirt 
factory within the walls 


650 Given Work. 
Five hundred men work now In 
the penitentiary shirt factory and 
150 in the factory at the reforma- 
tory. The convicts get 20 cents a 
day for making their tasks. Twenty 
cents means a lot to them—clgarcts. 
other little luxuries, and cash to 
send home. 


The penitentiary with its new 
cells for 1,000 men. will be well 
equipped to house the 900 inmates if 
the work stops. 
Kavanaugh said 


efforts will be made to find some- 
thing else for them to do. About 
300 are employed daily now on the 
regular tasks of keeping the big in- 
stitution going. 
The penitentiary probably 
will 


still have its furniture factory where 
only a few men are employed at. 
present ,and the reformatory will 
still have its farms and license plate 
works. But at the best, time will 
hang heavy.

Reports reaching Havana said a 


number of Porristas had barricaded 
themselves in a town near here 
under the protection of soldiers, 
who guarded nearby highways to 
prevent the sacking which has been 
visited on residences of every prom- 
inent Machado follower. 


Leaders of the Machado regime 


were in hiding, had fled, or were 
preparing for flight. 
The gunboat Cuba arrived here 
last night and it was expected that 
United States Ambassador Stunner 
Welles and army officers would 
escort what followers there are re- 
maining to the vessel. 
Parades and other demonstra- 
tions were taboo under a military 
edict issued to stop looting, arson, 
and bloodshed. 


Asks Co-Operation. 
Before a crowd of thousands, Dr. 


de Cespedes delivered his address 
in which he pleaded for co-opera- 
tion and unity in the task con- 
fronting Cuba. Shortly before he 
had sworn in his cabinet, which 
virtually ignored the old political 
parties in its makeup. 
Meanwhile, the Island was re- 
turning to industrial normalcy with 
the ending of the- general strike. 
The change In government also 


brought the ousting of many de- 
partment heads closely allied with 
the Machado administration. Oth- 
ers fled or resigned. 
Dissatisfaction with Enrique Loy- 


naz Del Castillo as police chief re- 
sulted in passing the post on to his 
brother. Carlos, who in turn was 
expected to deliver the appoint- 
ment to Capt. Arturo Nesestereira, 
whom the police corps approved in 
a referendum. 


A clean-up in the police depart- 
ment and the army got under way 
as scores whose records under Ma- 
chado were not clear were dis- 
charged. Only nine were retained 
in the notorious expert, or plain- 
clothes detective, section. 
Meanwhile, the renewal of tele- 
graphic communications brought a 


flood of messages from all parts of 
the republic telling how completely 
the revolution had 'swept out office 
holders. 


Everywhere, too. the populace 


took revenge on Machadoists and 
sacked and burned houses of the 
former president's followers.

Pip- 
pen and his parents repudiated at- 
torneys retained by the Interna- 
tional Labor Defense when his trial 
was called .on August 2, and the 
case was postponed indefinitely.

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This bill was one of the first ones presented (H. R. 
No. 14.) It was before the house day after day. nu- 
merous amendments being offered, discussed, and 
voted upon. Later, the senate spent a large amount 
of time considering it. Many changes were made in 
its provisions, and the bill as a whole was finally re- 
drafted. But not one of tho 133 legislators any- 
where along the line noticed the board of control 
salary clause; or if anyone did he kept it to himself 
and let the bill go through with that unintended 
feature in it. 


Such carelessness would be Inexcusable 
were it 


not for the fact that every legislature has ten times 
as many bills heaped upon it as there is any need 
for, and no member can adequately inform himself 
as to what is in all of them. A hurried scanning of 
each measure to determine its general import is 
about all that a senator or representative has time 
for—especially where a bill strings out to the length 
of 20, 30. or 40 pages, as this one did. 


Some day our system of making laws may be bet- 


tered ,by restricting the number of bills that any 
solon may introduce, if the total could be held , 
down to 250 for a session, instead of about 1,000, 
members could keep much better track of what they 
were voting upon and the quality of the legislative 
product would be vastly improved.

Treasurer Faces Arrest 


And Impeachment in 


Bond Scandal. 


TOPEKA, Kas., Aug. 15—(AP) — 


Tom B. Boyd, serving his third term 
as state treasurer of Kansas, faced 
arrest and impeachment proceed- 
ings today in conection with the 
state's million dollar bond forgery 
scandal. 


After directing Lester GODde!!, 
Shawnee county attorney, to pre- 
pare a warrant for the "treasurer's 
arrest, Gov. Alf M. Landon wrote 
a letter to Bpyd requesting his im- 
mediate resignation. 
Later, ths 
governor announced impeachment 
proceedings would be pressed un- 
less Boyd resigned. 


The specific charge against Boyd, 
prepared by the county attorney, 
alleged the state treasurer did "un- 
lawfully, feloniously and willfully 
convert to his own use and to the 
use of one Ronald Finney, the sum 
of $150.000 of the moneys of 'the 
state of Kansas." 


Finney, Empona and Topeka bond 


broker and market speculator, is 
under arrest on a charge of utter- 
ing $20,000 in forged bonds to ths 
National bank of Topeka. Leland 
Zaldwell, an employe of Finney, is 
under arrest on similar charges. 
Bpyd's office has been policed by 
national guardsmen since last week 
when the treasurer was quoted In a 
icwspaper interview as saying he 
lad permitted Finney to remove 
)onds valued at $150.000 from the 
reasur" vaults. 
The bonds were 


,aken to Chicaeo for disposition. 
Bonds Not Returned. 


The treasurer said he had de- 
josited $150.000 of state bonds In 
he bank of Eureka, Kas., at Fin- 
ney's request, and Finney deposited 
a Jike amount of bonds with the 
tate as security. Finney then bor- 
rowed the money from the bank, 
an Institution controlled by mem- 
icrs of his family. Boyd said Fin- 
ney was permitted to remove the 
xmds after expressing a desire to 
lose up t" e transaction, promising 
o pay his note after selling the 
onds in Chicago, thus returning 
tie state deposit. 


Checks drawn on the bank for 
le money were turned down and 
iie bonds were not returned to the 
treasury.
